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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of this Patent 
Application, particularly in view of the above Amendment and the following remarks. 

Applicant has enclosed a check to cover the fee necessary for the 
additional claims.

Amendment to Specification 

Applicant has amended Page 6, line 9 of the Specification by deleting 
the word be and in its place inserting the word by to correct a typographical error. 
This Amendment adds no new matter to this Patent Application. 

Amendment to Claims 

Applicant has added the limitations of Claim 1 to each of Claims 2, 1 3- 
15, 17 and 21. Applicant believes that each of Claims 2, 13-15, 17 and 21 is now in 
independent form. 

Applicant has canceled Claim 1. Applicant has amended Claims 16, 
18-20 and 22 to depend upon a remaining claim rather than a canceled claim. 

The above Amendment adds no new matter to this Patent Application. 
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Objection to Specification 

The Disclosure has been objected to for the informality discussed at 
Page 2 of the Office Action. AppUcant has amended the Specification at Page 6, 
line 9 to correct a typographical error. Applicant believes that this Amendment 
clarifies the Specification language. Applicant also believes that this Amendment 
overcomes the objection to the Disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 1, 16, 18-20 and 22 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a), 
as being unpatentable over Gamberg et al., U.S. Patent 4, 1 84,840. Applicant believes 
that this rejection is rendered moot in view of the above Amendment and the 
following remarks. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has indicated that Claims 2-15, 17 and 21 have been 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claim. Applicant has amended each of Claims 2, 13-15, 17 and 21 
into independent form. Because each remaining claim ultimately depends upon and 
further limits an allowable independent claim. Applicant believes that Claims 2-22 are 
not in condition for allowance.
